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* Ecuador : President Arosemena’s moderately 
left-of-center cabinet, which has recently been un- 
der increasing pressure from both the right and 
the left, resigned yesterday to give the President 
full power to reorganize the government. For tl^e 
past two months, the Communists and other left- 
ist extremists, who had supported Arosemena un- 
til he gave in to army pressure and broke relations 
with Cuba in April, have been taking advantage of 
the legitimate grievances of workers to create 
widespread disturbances and riots. These tactics, 
designed to show that the Arosemena government 
was incapable of maintaining public order, were em- 
ployed successfully to discredit former president 
Velasco Ibarra whom Arosemena overthrew last 
November. 

Since its present session began on 10 August, 
the predominantly conservative Congress has been 
highly critical of Arosemena and reportedly has 
threatened to impeach him. Rightists are opposed 
to his reform programs, which they claim are left- 
ist inspired. Furthermore, the rightist followers 
of Velasco consider that Arosemena betrayed their 
leader and seek revenge. 


The political leanings of the new cabinet minis- 
ters, whose appointment reportedly will be made 
sometime today, will show Arosemena’s future 
plans. He may placate the right in an effort to stay 
in office now or fight for his reform programs hop- 
ing thereby to gain sufficient popular support to 
be elected president in 1968. I
